LIAM Smith is on a mission to help residents 
cut their fuel bills. 

The leader of Barking and Dagenham Council 
is urging residents to sign up to the Big Energy 
Switch - its first ever collective bargaining 
scheme, which could save residents around 
£250 a year on their gas and electricity bills. 

The council - like many others in London will 
negotiate a price with energy companies - and 
he knows that the more signing up the better the 
deal they will get. 

He said: “Gas and electricity prices are rising 
all the time, and that puts yet another strain on 
household budgets. Other collective energy 
switching schemes around the country have 


shown that this is a way to reduce bills and 
bring down costs. 

“If an energy company has the opportunity of 
signing up a large number of people at once it 
stands to reason that they’ll be motivated to 
offer a low tariff. 

“That’s why we want as many people as possi¬ 
ble to sign up to the Big Energy Switch. The 
more people we can get to sign up, the better 
chance we’ll have of negotiating a low price.” 

Anyone who has a fuel bill can sign up 
between now and April 8 and an auction will 
take place with the companies the following day 
- and the the lowest tariff offered wins. 

Everyone who signed up will be sent an offer 


by e-mail based on their calculated energy 
usage, and will be free to accept or reject it. 

The council is backing the scheme because it 
believes although the energy market was priva¬ 
tised several years ago a lot of people are still 
paying far too much for their gas and electrici¬ 
ty- 

Many are afraid to switch and do not have 
time to compare suppliers - and any think it 
would be too much of a hassle. 

Barking and Dagenham and acting jointly 
with Thurrock Council in Essex , which it 
shared some services with.

NOT MANY East End cinema goers who go to see the 
new film Hitchcock will realise that the master of sus¬ 
pense was born in Leystonstone. - and two local 
mementoes there celebrate him. 

Alfred Joseph Hitchcock was the third child of 
William and Emma Hitchcock and was born at 517 
High Road, Leytonstone in 1899. 

His father was a poultry dealer and fruit-importer 
and the family home, above the shop, survived until it 
was demolished in the 1960s to make way for a filling 
station. 

He is remembered in a series of 17 mosaic panels set 
along the underground entrance walkway at 
Leytonstone tube station, showing scenes from some 
of his films, including Psycho and North By North 
West and himself in director mode. 

One of the panels shows the young Alfred sitting on 
a horse in front of his father’s shop. More chillingly, at 
the centre of the walkway, and perhaps tellingly at its 
deepest point, another illustrates the terror of the 
shower scene in Psycho. 

They were created by the Greenwich Mural

Workshop to commemorate the 100th anniversary of 
the birth of Hitchcock. 

The Alfred Hitchcock Hotel is in nearby Whipps 
Cross Road. 

Its lobby walls display Hitchcock memorabilia and 
stills from many of his films. On the pavement to the 
front is a request bus stop also named after him 

The new film, starring Anthony Hopkins and Helen 
Mirren, tells the story behind the making of Psycho. 

Hitchcock began his early film career as a title card 
designer at Gainsborough Studios in Hackney before 
moving on to find fame and fortune in Hollywood. 

At the beginning of the 20th Century, Walthamstow 
emerged as one of the first centres of the British film 
industry.

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‘Secret’ decisions to 
be more transparent 


EXECUTIVE councillors will 
be forced to compile reports 
ahead of debates through fears 
they are keeping decisions 
secret. 

Waltham Forest Council’s 
Cabinet will have to produce 
written logs before putting 
them before colleagues for 
questioning. 

Councillors holding smaller 
portfolios, dubbed juniors, will 
also be required to write addi¬ 
tional documentation. 

The council warned three 
reports, two from an executive 
and one from a junior, will be 
analysed at each meeting. 

In her report Holly Adams, 
Waltham Forest Council’s 
committee and councillor ser¬ 
vices manager, said: “It has 
been a concern for most 
authorities with executive 
arrangements that full council 
feels excluded from reviewing 
the work of the executive. 

“It is therefore proposed to 
add a new requirement for 
executive members and junior 
members to produce written 
annual reports on which they 
may be questioned at full 
council. 

“This reporting mechanism 
will be in addition to the coun¬ 
cil’s scrutiny function and pro¬ 
vide additional transparency 
and openness to the work and 
performance of the executive.” 

Reports will form part of the 
full council agenda and ques¬ 
tions will have to be submitted 
in writing.

Other changes include the 
Mayor of Waltham Forest 
inviting public speakers to 
address full council at any 
point of the meeting, rather 
than in public questions. 

Through fears debates will 
take too long, councillors will 
be restricted to one motion per 
meeting. 

Councillor Matt Davis (Con, 
Endlebury), leader of the 
opposition, supported the

He said: “I feel it could be a 
positive thing. The more 
scrutiny the executive are sub¬ 
ject to the better.

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Households take 
waste challenge

A COUPLE have learned how 
to cut the amount of food they 
waste - and knock a chunk off 
the cost of the weekly shop. 

Adam and Teresa from 
Waltham Forest took part in 
three-week challenge to see 
how they could trim the food 
they have to throw away. 

Couples from six other bor¬ 
ough joined them in the chal¬ 
lenge set by North London 
Waste Authority and Waste 
Watch. 

The ‘competitors’ had to 
keep a food diary and told to 
plan meals carefully, get por¬ 
tions right, be creative with 
leftovers and storing food cor¬ 
rectly - they were also told to 
keep an eye on use by dates. 

The households were pro¬ 
vided with tools and one-to- 
one support and had to keep a 
food waste diary to record and 
understand the food they were 
throwing away and why. 

The seven households all 
successfully completed the 
project and reduced their food 
waste by 38 per cent on aver¬ 
age. 

One household achieved a 
75 per cent drop in food 
waste. 

The reductions saved the 
participating households cash 
too, over the course. 

The weekly food shop was 
down 30 per cent; around a 
saving of £32 per household 
per week. 


Adam, said: “I didn’t think 
we wasted much food, but the 
challenge showed how much 
was wasted, and how much 
money could be saved. 

“We are really surprised at 
the results. Planning ahead 
was the key. Now we compost 
all our waste food, and that’s 
the best thing we’ve learned 
from the project.' 

Councillor Clyde Loakes, 
chair of the waste authority 
and a member of Waltham 
Forest Council, said:

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Cabinet proposes rate rise 


COUNCIL tenants in Waltham 
Forest look set to pay more in 
the rents for housing, heat and 
garages. 

Waltham Forest Council’s cab¬ 
inet agreed on Tuesday, 
February 12, residents will need 
to cough up more cash in rents 
and services paid to Ascham 
Homes, who is responsible for 


maintaining the council’s hous¬ 
ing stock. 

If approved by councillors, 
council tenants will be hit with a 
4.14 per cent increase in rent 
(£96.20 per week), a four per 
cent hike in heat charges and 
rises in garage rents by three per 
cent to 11.52 a week in April. 

The increases will generate an 


income of £40,000 a week, with 
a total saving of £2.1 million. 

In the meeting the executive 
agreed to homeless people stay¬ 
ing in nightly bed and breakfast 
facilities would pay £63.72 per 
week and travellers staying on 
sites 43.44 per cent - both 
increases of three per cent from 
April this year. 


Metal thief given 10 year jail term 


A PROLIFIC metal thief has 
been jailed for three years 
after he stole railway cable 10 
times in three months.

Christian Sascau, 35, of no 
fixed address, was sentenced 
to three years in prison at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court 
on February 7. 


He was found guilty by a jury 
on ten counts of conspiracy to 
steal cable from the London 
Underground between 

February 5 and May 3, 2012.
